The tone of the speeches in the Repub- > 
lican joint caucus last night was after­ 
ward construed by the Goebel leaders 
as an admission on the part of the 
Republican leaders that they regard 
Goebel’s success in his contest before 
the legislature as practically assured. 
Upon the heels of the talk that Gov. 
Taylor should be backed up in possesion 
of the office if he is unseated by a party 
vote, came another rumor that ex-Gov. 
Bradley m ay contest Blackburn’s elec­ 
tion to the senate. The tum or is neither 
affirmed or denied by anyone w ith au­ 
thority to speak, and those who are ad­ 
vocating such a step justify it on the 
ground of retaliation.

W hallen says that $5000 of his money 
was given to Harrell; that Harrell kept

company and that Harrell obtained this 
money under false pretense, as it was 
false that he had already received $500 
from a representative of Goeliel 
W hallen says that on his advice a 
number of his friends had bet large 
sums of money that Goebel would not 
be elected governor of K entucky and 
that after the election by W hallen’s ad­ 
vices, his friends had bet large sum s of 
money that Goebel w ould not be seated 
by the legislature. 
He says the money 
paid to Harrell was his ow n and paid by 
him with the desire to protect him self 
and his friends, against the loss of the 
money w-agered.
